KENTON, Ohio AP - Inves­ 
tigators digging through snow 
and ankle deep mud today found 
two recorders carried by the 
Lake Central airliner that ex­ 
ploded from a stormy sky Sun­ 
day night, killing all 38 aboard. 
Federal investigators 
said 
both the cockpit voice recorder 
and the flight recorder 
were 
found in the wreckage of the 
airline's first fatal 
crash. 
The voice recorder was ex­ 
pected to yield a tape of the 
crew's last half-hour of con­ 
versation. The other tape was to 
record altitude, heading, speed 
and other information through­ 
out the flight. 
Wreckage from the Convair 
turboprop plane piloted by Lake 
Central's senior pilot was scat­ 
tered over farm fields 
near 
Marseills, a town of 170 resi­ 
dents in northwest Ohio. 
About 150 law officers and 
volunteers joined in the search 
for bodies most of which were 
found in a bean field where the 
main part of the fuselage fell. 
The bodies were hauled 
in 
tractor • pulled farm wagons to 
a temporary morgue in an un­ 
used elementary school. 
Investigating teams from the 
airline headquarters 
in Indi­ 
anapolis and the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board moved in to probe 
for the cause of the first major 
domestic air tragedy since a 
crash 
near Portland, Ore., 
took 18 lives last October. 
A spokesman in the Cleve­ 
land FBI office said there was 
nothing to indicate at this time 
any explosive was aboard the 
plane. 
The plane's flight recorder 
was recovered intact. 
Some residents timed the first 
blast at 8:10 p.m., the exact 
time an air traffic control cen­ 
ter in Cleveland reported it lost 
radar contact with the place, 
Five minutes earlier the pilot, 
Capt. John Horn, had radioed he 
was climbing from 8,000 to 10,- 
000 feet, apparently to avoid 
storms which swirled sleet and 
snow over this area. 
Horn, 45 and a Lake Central 
pilot since the line's first flight 
Nov. 12, 1949, gave no indica- 
tion of trouble, but residents 
told of one or more explosions, 
“It sounded like an awful 
combustion 
and we thought 
there had been an automobile 
accident," said Irene Hecka- 
thoan. 
“ There was no fire, no lights 
on the plane. I even heard the 
engines after the first explo­ 
sion. We still heard the engines 
after the last two explosions." 
Her husband, Robert, found a 
small girl's body in their yard. 
Most of the wreckage oi the 
Convair 580, a propeller craft 
converted to use turbojet en­ 
gines, fell a mile away on the 
Charles O. Redding firm . 
“About half the fuselage was 
intact," said Redding's son, 
Tex. “ The other half looked as 
if it exploded outward. The cab­ 
in looked like it had been split 
in two." 
He s a i d most of the bodies 
were within 200 yards of the 
wreckage. 
One of those killed was an 
infant, among 10 passengers 
who boarded the plane at Cin­ 
cinnati.

Johnson said he will end de­ 
ferments for graduate students 
except for those preparing for 
careers as physicians or den­ 
tists. Divinity students already 
are deferred by law. 
This means few students seek­ 
ing advanced degrees will be 
eligible for deferment. 
Johnson also said youths be­ 
tween 17 and the minimum 
draft age of I8V2 will get priori­ 
ty for reserve enlistment. But 
men I8V2 or older who enlist in 
the reserves will get defer­ 
ments only if necessary to fill 
a specific vacancy in a 
re­ 
serve unit. 
He also asked Congress for 
standby authority to draft men 
into reserve and National Guard 
units which cannot maintain 
authorized strength, and for 
permanent authority to activate 
reservists who are not fulfilling 
their obligations. 
The two biggest changes in 
the draft system, however, will 
be these: 
Younger men will be drafted 
first. The present pattern is to 
induct older men first. 
For the first time since World 
War II, men to be drafted will 
be chosen by lot. The precise 
system hasn't been devised but 
Johnson gave it a name and a 
set of initials: “ Fair and Impar. 
tial Random System of Selec­ 
tion." It will be known as FAIR. 
In essence, here is how it will 
work. 
Each year there will be a lot­ 
tery pool containing the names 
of all eligible 19-year-olds plus 
older men whose deferments 
expired in that particular year. 
The names will be ranked under 
the “feir" system and will be 
Inducted in order, as needed. 
Since the draft claims only 
100,000 to 300,000 men each 
year - and nearly 2 million 
reach 19 annually - many youths 


classmen iA can expect 
maintain their civilian status 
throughout their one year in the 
prime pool. 
In the following year their 
prime pool would be replaced 
by another and their chances of 
induction would drop sharply. 
Johnson said these innova­ 
tions wvjuld take effect not later 
than Jan. 1, 1969. 
“ We would hope it would be 
much sooner," one high admin­ 
istration official said. 
Within the draft advisory 
commission, a sizable minority 
favored continued deferment of 
students. 
The impact of a decision in 
this area is clear from the fact 
that about one-third of all 19- 
year-olds go to college. 
Johnson conceded that student 
deferments have led to inequi­ 
ties because many have been 
able to parlay temporary defer­ 
ments into permanent exemp­ 
tions. 
As he put it: “ Deferred for 
undergraduate work, deferred 
further 
to 
pursue graduate 
study and then deferred even 
beyond that for fatherhood or 
occupational 
reasons, 
some 
young men have managed to 
pile deferment on deferment 
until they passed the normal 
cut-off point for induction." 
He said elimination of many 
grounds for deferment will halt 
this situation. And he said there 
will be new, tougher but unspec­ 
ified rules for all types of defer­ 
ments, including student defer­ 
ments. 
Johnson also promised imme­ 
diate improvements in the Se­ 
lective Service system “ to as­ 
sure better service to the reg­ 
istrant both in counselling and 
appeals, better information to 
the public regarding the sys­ 
tem's operation and broader 
representation on local board of 
the communities they serve." 
The advisory commission rec­ 
ommended a major consolida­ 
tion of the decentralized draft 
machinery, featuring the elimi­ 
nation of local boards as now 
constituted. 
Johnson said the local board 
concept “is built on a uniquely 
American belief — that local 
citizens can perform a valuable 
service to the government and 
at the same time personalize 
the government's procedures." 
He said: “ We cannot lightly 
discard an institution with so 
valuable a record of effective­ 
ness and integrity. 
“Neither can we afford to 
preserve it, if we find that in 
practice it cannot adapt to the 
new controlling concept of equal 
and uniform treatment." 
He ordered “fUrtlier search­ 
ing analysis and study by man­ 
agement experts" to help him 
reach a decision cm this matter. 
Johnson came much closer to 
complete endorsement of com- 
m i s s i o n recommendations 
aimed at use of the reserve and 
National Guard forces as a ha­ 
ven from the draft.

Sukarno has 
passed from power, but not soon 
enough to suit the Indonesians 
and not soon enough to save In­ 
donesia from the economic 
chaos into which the dictator 
plunged it. 
Palmed off on unsuspecting 
Indonesians by the USSR and 
the USA, through the manipu­ 
lations of Sen. Frank Graham, 
Sukarno left the third-ranking 
nation in the world in natural 
resources floundering in pov­ 
erty .

some awkward questions about 
other 
members of congress 
who hold their seats. 
What will the House do, for 
example, about Rep. 
Mendel 
Rivers, the powerful 
House 
armed 
services 
chairman 
whose drinking problem 
has 
made him the nation's worst 
security risk? He has access 
to the most sensitive secrets 
of the Defense Department and 
Central 
Intelligence Agency ; 
y et, by any security standard, 
he 
can't 
be trusted 
with 
classified information. 
Rivers has also treated the 
Air Force as his private air­ 
line, commuting between his 
homes in Washington 
and 
Charleston and fly ing off 
on 
overseas junkets, often as the 
sole passenger in a huge air 
force jet. 
“I can swear to having seen 
Rivers board an air 
force 
transport alone early on 
a 
Monday morning to be flown to 
Washington,” and Air Force 
officer formerly stationed in 
Charleston, S. C., told us. «‘I 
personally saw him do this about 
six times only , but I am sure 
he has done it dozens of times 
from what was common gossip 
about the base.” 
The silver-crested congress­ 
man has also accepted favors 
from defense contractors, In­ 
cluding a contribution from 
Lockheed Aircraft 
to 
help 
erect a monument In his honor 
in North Charleston. The cor­ 
poration, whose profuts

in the hat.

poration directly but by

Cbry elar dealer in Charles^ 
ton - Simmons

Penrose Simmons, son of the 
owner, would acknowledge only 
that Rivers received a discount 
on his Chry sler. 
“Every body gets cars on a cut- 
rate basis,” said the bull­ 
necked Penrose. “1*11 sell y ou 
one for $100 above my cost, 
and y ou can drive back to Wash­ 
ington.” 
He didn't offer to let us lease 
one, however, for $750 a y ear- 
the extraordinary deal that Ri­ 
vers gets. 
Later Penrose introduced his 
father, white-haired 
Harold 
W. 
Simmons, who, without 
waiting for a question, simply 
blurted, “ You’re a G ~ D-— 
liar!” and walked off. 
We will be happy to 
turn 
over evidence of Rivers’ mis­ 
conduct to a congressional com­ 
mittee - if the House should de­ 
cide to treat Rivers, an in­ 
sider. 
The same as it treated 
Powell, an outsider. 
Note: The conduct of another 
House chairman, also 
from 
South Carolina, should also be 
investigated. He is Rep. John 
McMillan, chairman of 
the 
District of Columbia commit­ 
tee, who has used his political 
influence to arrange locations 
in D.C. buildings for a vending 
company in which he is in­ 
terested.

Transportation Sy stem. 
Washington, D. C.: - In 
a 
corner of the Carlton Bar the 
other 
evening, one fatigued 
trucker looked dolefully into his 
drink and murmured: 
“ Plutarch's Lives didn’t In­ 
clude James Riddle Hoffa, but 
the author must have known 
Jimmy . Otherwise how could 
he have said, *no beast is more 
savage than man when pos­ 
sessed with power answerable 
to his rage.’ 
“ That,” said the trucker, a 
literate sportsman 
who op­ 
erates thousands of huge trans­ 
continental vans, “Is the cen­ 
tral point of the most 
un­ 
covered big story of the moment 
— the power over all transport 
for which Hoffa has been reach­ 
ing. 
“ Every body now is 
sorry 
over Jimmy and 
the prison 
thing, but darnr. few have given 
much thought to the unique 
mechanism of power he 
de­ 
vised and which he has been 
try ing to perfect in a big rush 
these past few 
months. 
It 
would have given him control of 
the nation’s entire transporta­ 
tion sy stem. 
“And with his temperament, 
who knows what would have 
happened?” 
What was haunting this chap, 
one of the members of t h e 
Trucking 
Employ ers, Inc.’s 
bargaining team which has been 
jousting 
with “ Jimmy ” be­ 
hind closed doors, is some­ 
thing virtually 
unknown 
to 
the public — Hoffa’s open • end 
grievance sy stem. 
Here Is how this became —1 
and is - one of the most power­ 
ful weapons in the history of 
modern industrialism. 
First, It should be reported 
that Hoffa’s key demand in the 
critical truckers — teamsters 
bargaining has been the elimina­ 
tion of all fixed binding arbitra­ 
tion of grievances. That’s what 
Is really sty my ing them in the 
negotiations 
so obscured by 
“ Jimmy ’s” journey s amongst 
the judiciary . 
To follow Jimmy Hoffa’s tac­ 
tics, start with some teamsters’ 
grievances on a loading dock 
or terminal. Management re­ 
jects their complaints. In some 
areas these now go to binding 
arbitration. 
The arbiter settles it. That’s 
final. But Hoffa wants to dump 
this sy stem of closed • end 
griev ances. 
He wants to spread across 
the nation’s $50 billion v ital 
trucking network the sy stem he 
has in his own Central States 
bailiwick. Under 
these rules 
the griev ance, if rejected by 
management, goes to a J oint 
State Committee (J SC). If there 
is a deadlock here, it goes to 
a J AC - J oint Area Committee. 
If management still Insists 
It was right, the final refers« 
then is Hoffa himself. Under 


this sy stem*, 
i l l . I 
deadlock, Hoffa can threaten 
to take economic action — call 
a strike to back up the men’s 
grievances — even if 
these 
are over a broken window or 
being laid off for a day . 
And, under this strike sy s­ 
tem, neither Hoffa nor 
the 
Teamsters can be sued 
for 
violating Section 
301 of the 
Taft • Hartley Act. So despite 
an existing 
union contract, 
the Teamsters can strike in 
midstream - and rewrite the 
contract, though it 
still has 
y ears to go. Why ? Because once 
he takes economic action, he 
can escalate the contract since 
he has actually reopened it. 
The flow of power is from 
the complaints, even on minor 
issues, way down below at a 
loading dock, up, up to Hoffa. 
Thus he has a sy stem of perpe­ 
tual bargaining. 
Actually 
a 
contract then 
ceases to be a coutract. And the 
truckers are helpless. 
When Hoffa 
first Installed 
this sy stem of open -end griev­ 
ance machinery in a Western 
area, 
the employ ers defied 
him. He 
simply set a strike 
date -• selective walkouts — at 
three btg carriers. 
They capitulated. Why ? Be­ 
cause he could have hit just one 
of their terminals or depots. 
Thus he would have paraly zed 
them right across the nation 
since trucking now is so inter­ 
lined and Integrated. 
This really has been the bat­ 
tle front in this comparatively 
uncovered negotiation between 
two powerful forces. Actually , 
on the table was a bid for con­ 
trol over the nation -for he who 
dominates 
the country 's dis­ 
tributive sy stem dominates its 
economy . 
There’s much noise, but no 
real problem on a money deal. 
There’s old • fashioned “ hol­ 
lering” over: featherbedding 
and the Teamsters demand for 
air • conditioned truck cabs; 
air • conditioned hotel and mo­ 
tel rooms 
during lay overs; 
company pay ment of return fare 
If a “tearner* is discharged for 
any reason (including arrest) 
away from home; the union’s 
bid for heated outdoor freight 
handling docks if the tempera­ 
ture goes below 
4 5 degrees 
F.; the elimination of finger­ 
printing and lie detector tests; 
the 
Brotherhood’s 
infringe­ 
ment on management with 
a 
demand that all trucks, trac­ 
tors and road equipment over 
5 y ears of age be discarded, 
and determination to get power 
steering for all trucks. 
But to J immy these demands, 
though he made 
them, hav e 
had the modernity of a Roman 
chariot. 
What he really has 
been bidding for is jet • age 
power ov er the natioo — for he 
knows that he who controls the 
transport Industry controls the 
land. 
And his sy stem of the perpe­ 
tual strike threat, if ha puts it 
ov er, does seem unbeatable.

QUESTION: What is the amount of the bond issue? 


ANSWER: $1,350,000 


QUESTION: What is it for? 


ANSWER: To build: 1. another elementary school; 2. field house; 
3. enlarge the Senior High library; 4. enlarge the Senior High 
cafeteria and kitchen; 5. add two classrooms to the math and 
science building; 6. add facilities to improve the high school 
vocational program. 


QUESTION: Will there be other money available for the building 
program? 


ANSWER: 
Yes. We will get $200,000 matching funds for Improve­ 
ment for the vocational educational program. 


QUESTION: Will the tax rate be raised? 


ANSWER: No. It will notbe raised. We can finance this bond issue 
’ 
without increasing this tax rate. 


QUESTION: Why a new elementary school? 


ANSWER: To replace Airport School and to provide a better pro­ 
gram for the southeast section of the district and the Miner com­ 
munity. 


QUESTION: Why replace Airport School? 


ANSWER: First of all, the school district does not own these build­ 
ings. They are leased and the 
lease expires next year. Also, these 
buildings are of a temporary wooden structure, have deteriorated, 
and are expensive to maintain. It also costs twice as much to heat 
this school as any other of the elementary schools. 


QUESTION: There has been a lot 
being built only for basketball? 
of interest in the field house. Is it 


ANSWER: 
No. Its primary use will be for a better physical fitness 
program for the large high school enrollment. It, of course, will 
be used for basketball as well as for musical activities, dramatics, 
community meetings, exhibits, home shows and the like. 


QUESTION: How large will this building be? 


ANSWER: It will be 200 feet in diameter. It will be large enough to 
seat as many as 5,000 spectators for basketball or other athletic 
contests, more could be seated for a convention or q meeting of 
this type. The primary reason for a building of this size Is to pro­ 
vide for the physical fitness program which enrolls all 
our high 
school students. This field house will be used every day. It will also 
be available as mentioned above, for community use. Remember, 
we are building this building, like all 
our facilities, not only for 
the present, but for the future. It may seem large today, but 20 years 
from now, it may also be considered very small. We imagine that 
when the gymnasium at Middle School was built. It was thought to be 


a large building at that. time. We now consider It a “crackerbox” 
and not nearly large enough for our school or community use today. 
This building is being built as flexible as possible, with few fixed 
facilities. The basketball court will be removable. Initially, the 
bleachers at the football field will be used as seating. The Interior 
of the building can be altered or changed as the need arises in the 
future. 


OUESTION: Where will the new elementary school be located? 


ANSWER: It will be located south of Abies Road at the end of Marion 
Street. 


QUESTION: What about the need for the other facilities? 


ANSWER: The Senior High Library is not large enough. The balcony 
which is to be added, will almost double Its study space. The cafeteria 
and kitchen was built to accommodate about 600 students. We had no 
more money at that time. The additions to the math-science depart­ 
ment are required for the expanding programs in this every essen­ 
tial area. The vocational additions will allow us to broaden this pro­ 
gram, in which our high school enrollment is growing everyday. We 
consider this to be one of our most Important programs, especially 
for the majority of our youth who do not plan to attend college. 


QUESTION: Will there be a large-scale transfer of students next fall 
such as: the sixth, ninth or Lincoln School?

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CONFESSIONS OF A "QUICKIE” 


By MARTIN DE LEON 
THE sign on the plate glass 
window tells the world that op­ 
tometry is being practices with­ 
in. 
It’s a big window, with 
row upon row of spectacles in 
the showcase. 
Lots of seating 
space inside for lots of pa­ 
tients — well-dressed matrons 
in from the suburbs for the day, 
shabby slum dwellers, students 
with books, and elegant execu­ 
tive types. 
All sit on wooden 
benches awaiting their turn. 
In back is a long corridor of 
tiny “offices.” 
Each of these 
rooms has two people inside—a 
man in a white Jacket and a pa­ 
tient. A third person enters one 
of the rooms and beckons the op­ 
tometrist. 
“ Don’t take all day 
with 
that 
examination,” the 
newcomer 
hisses. 
“ We’re 
jammed out front. You’ve been 
at it almost ten minutes al­ 
ready. Get moving!” 
For seven years, I was the op­ 
tometrist in that ludicrous pic­ 
ture. 
It was right after the Korean 
War, and I had to have some 
way to support my family until I 
could get a practice of my own 
started. So I took what appeared 
to be the easiest path—a job in a 
discount house. The name of the 
particular one I work for is un­ 
important. 
There 
are many 
throughout the country. One is 
pretty much like the other, and 
they all do a rushing business. 
They all give cheap, substand­ 
ard eye care to an unsuspecting 
public, 
too. 
These 
discount 
houses are flourishing and ex­ 
panding today. They’re trying to 
move into states where they’re 
not yet legal. Discount optome­ 
try represents a major threat 
not only to the profession but to 
the health of the public. 
Right now, ethical optometry 
has declared war on commer­ 
cial practice. But to fight some­ 
thing, you have to hate-it-hard. 
Not enough optometrists have 
enlisted in the war against un­ 
ethical practice, because they 
don’t hate it enough. 
Sure, ethical men don’t like the 
unfair competition of the price 
houses. 
But they haven’t yet 
learned to hate the way com­ 
mercial practice turns self- 
respecting professional men in­ 
to robots, or how it preys on the 
ignorance of the very people we, 
as doctors, are sworn to serve. 
And that’s what this article is 
about-to enlist new recruits in 
the war on commercialism. 
I’m none too proud of the sev­ 
en years I worked in one of the 
nation’s largest, busiest, and 
most profitable discount hous­ 
es, and so I prefer to write this 
article under the pen name of 
Martin DeLeon. 
That and the 
name of the discount house - I’ll 
cali it the Sharpie Vision Cen- 
ter-are the only bits of fic­ 
tion in this account, though some 
of what I have to say may be 
hard to believe. 
A casual viewer, one without 
optemetric background, might 
have been impressed by my “of­ 
fice” at Sharpie. There were the 
standard 
eye 
charts on the 


walls, and a complicated, tech­ 
nical - looking 
piece of ma­ 
chinery 
in the corner. That 
was my keratometer. In many 
states it’s mandatory touseone 
at each refraction. But I nev­ 
er did, nor did anyone else I 
worked with at 
the Sharpie 
Vision Center. 
We weren’t 
allowed 
to. It 
was window 
dressing. 
What is a refraction like at the 
Sharpie Vision Center? 
First, you sit the patient down 
and take a vision sketch using 
the chart. Quick and subjective. 
Some of the men I worked with 
wrote (town the results; other 
didn’t bother. Then a fast, ap­ 
proximate retinoscopy and you 
throw some lenses on the pa­ 
tient. 
Reading glasses? Sure, and all 
you have to know is the patient’s 
age. If he’s about 50 years old, 
give him a plus two. If he’s 40 
or 45, make it plus one or plus 
one and a quarter. Anything will 
to, just as long as it’s comfort­ 
able. 
No auxiliary tests — nothing 
else. I doubt if some of the op­ 
tometrists 
at 
Sharpie could 
properly take visual fields. And 
let me repeat that this is not 
the exception. It’s the rule. 
We had a few fellows walking 
up and down the corridor to 
make sure all the optometrists 
followed that rule. You know the 
name for them in theArmy-KP 
pushers. 
We gave 
th same 
name to the supervisors at 
Sharpie, all of them laymen. 
They’d break into the refrac­ 
tion room whenever they want­ 
ed, and warn the optometrist 
that he was spending (i.e., wast­ 
ing) too much time on the pa­ 
tient. 
The optometrists there aver­ 
aged about 40 refractions in a 
working day. On busy days, the 
men were pushed up to as high 
as 60 to 70 refractions in a day. 
One man could hit 80-an aver­ 
age of one man every 6 min­ 
utes of the working day, assum­ 
ing he didn’t eat or wash his 
hands all day long. 
An example of how he did it 
still sticks in my mind. A patient 
came to me at 5 one afternoon 
but I had to run for a dinner en­ 
gagement. I took the patient next 
door to “ Dr. Swift” for exami­ 
nation, and I returned to my of­ 
fice to gather my things. The 
doors 
remained 
open, and I 
heard the conversation while I 
put on my coat. 
The exam lasted just three 
minutes, one of which was spent 
bawling the patient out for com­ 
ing in late. The patient and 1 
left together. 
It’s easy to to fast work if you 
don’t do anything. That’s the 
philosophy of the discount peo­ 
ple. “ Don’t rock the boat. Make 
small changes,” they say. 
I remember another patient 
who came in. Before I even be­ 
gan examining him, he said, 
“ Don’t bother with my right eye. 
I can’t see out of it anyway.” 
I asked him how long it had 
been that way, and he said five 
years. Just to make sure, I 


checked. 
Nothing 
organic 
seemed to be wrong with the eye. 
Then I decided to take a closer 
look at his record. I couldn’t be­ 
lieve MY eyes. Someone, along 
time ago, had given this man an 
examination and transposed the 
results wrongly, rotating 
the 
cylinder through 90 degrees. 
The man had been wearing the 
wrong 
prescription 
for five 
years in belief that he was blind 
in one eye. 
“ I’ll promise that you’ll be 
able to see with both eyes,” I 
told him, “ if you don’t mind 
walking around for a few weeks 
feeling as if you’re standing on 
your head.” 
He walked out wearing his 
new glasses, seeing with both 
eyes. 
Such errors are common-in 
fact, they’re inevitabie-under 
the methods followed at places 
like Sharpie. The optometrist 
rarely sees the patient or the 
prescription once he signs the 
RX card and slips it into the 
mill. From then on, the patient 
is hustled through the sale of 
a fram e. The job is rushed 
through the laboratory. After a 
hurried fitting, the patient is 
eased out the door to make room 
for another warm body. 
There’s almost no verification 
to make sure the prescription 
has been faithfully filled. The 
strain and pressure are tre­ 
mendous. The patient is a num­ 
ber; not a human being with a 
vision problem. 
The enforced pace kept us 
from caring properly for people 
with serous but complicated 
eye problems. If the solution 
wasn’t immediately apparent, 
we had no time to examine and, 
of course, no instruments to to 
it with if we did have the time. 
“ Nothing 
wrong 
with 
your 
eyes. Better see your family 
doctor,” was the common ad­ 
vice. In cases where there ob­ 
viously WAS something wrong 
with the patient’s eyes but it 
was something unusual, he was 
told to “ see an eye specialist.” 
The rush and scurry some­ 
times caused foul-ups that even 
the patients could appreciate. 
One, I recall, concerned a Mr. 
Smythe, pronounced to rhyme 
with scythe. He came in, after 
his name had been called for a 
fitting. I put the glasses on and 
asked 
him 
how 
they 
felt. 
“ Fine,” he said, 
“ but don’t I 
get examined first?” 
The receptionist had called 
Mr. Smith. But Smythe, used to 
the 
mispronunciation 
of his 
name, had come in. If he hadn’t 
said something, he’d have gone1 
away 
with someone 
else’s 
glasses. 
The bad optometry practiced 
in discount houses doesn’t stop 
at the refraction. It’s followed 
through in filling out the pre­ 
scriptions. 
One of the reasons discounters 
can charge less than reputable 
optometrists is that they buy 
odd-size frames. For example, 
I’ve seen cases where the pre­ 
scription calls for 42-24 and the 
patient gets a 42-18. Why? The 


latter size happens to be in 
stock. 
Substituting improper frame 
sizes was bad enough, but a far 
more serious form of lay inter­ 
ference took place at the Shar­ 
pie Vision Center-altering the 
lens prescriptions. Mr. Shar­ 
pie, himself, explained the rea­ 
sons for that when he hired me. 
“ We can only stock so many 
lenses at one time, Martin,” he 
said. “ Why go to the expense of 
sending a prescriptiong out to a 
lab, and make the patient go to 
the trouble of returning for his 
glasses. That’s not good busi­ 
ness. You can understand that!” 
Sure enough, a couple of weeks 
after I went to work for Sharpie 
I was asked to alter a prescrip­ 
tion so it could be filled from 
stock. I refused, “ If you want 
tochange the prescription,” I 
told my supervisor, “ to it your­ 
self. Just be sure to take my 
name off.” 
But I and the oher men at 
Sharpie could never be certain 
what 
the 
patient finally re ­ 
ceived. 
We never had any control over 
the dispensing department. Af­ 
ter the patient left the refract­ 
ing booth, I never saw him again 
-except once. It happened long 
after I left Sharpie, and was 
well established in my own 
private practice. 
A woman came to me, recom­ 
mended by a friend. I gave her 
a full examination and pre­ 
scribed a set of glass for her. 
But she told me she couldn’t find 
the frame she wanted in my 
stock. I suspected 
that 
she 
didn’t want to pay the price I 
have to charge. 
“ When I was shopping,” she 
said, confirming my suspicion, 
“ I saw a frame I liked for less 
than half your price.” 
I gave her the prescription and 
told her to go there. “ But,” I 
added, “ I want you to promise 
to return with the glasses so I 
can check them out.” 
She did return. Even with my 
experience in the discount busi­ 
ness, I couldn’t believe what I 
saw. It appeared as if they had 
not even attempted to fill my 
prescription. The axis and cen­ 
ters were off, as well as the 
power and vertical prism. Once 
I demonstrated what the proper 
RX would feel like, she rushed 
to return the glasses to Shar­ 
pie. 
What kind of people work in 
discount houses? To understand 
the answer to this, you’ve got to 
know what kind of people go to 
them. 
They 
aren’t only the poor. 
Thy’re people of all classes. 
Many of the people I dealt with 
word 
hand - tailored clothes, 
drove fancy cars and ate in 
swank restaurants. They Just 
didn’t know what proper eye 
care meant. Or they felt they’d 
rather have a good steak dinner 
than good vision. 
The optometrists working in 
the discount places take their 
cue from the clientele. They’re 
cynical about having to practice 
their profession in such a slip- 
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shod manner. 
Most often they 
have no choice. 
They’re older men who failed 
in their own practices, men 
working part time, trying to 
buid a private practice of their 
own, or younger men Just out 
of school, as I was. 
For such youngsters, it’s a 
frustrating experience. They’re 
unable to practice anything they 
learned in the schools. Many of 
the older men, like my friend * 
who did 80 refractions a day, 
are simply numb. Others can’t 
do any better; they’ve forgot­ 
ten how. 
My experience, let me empha­ 
size, is not unique. The stories 
I’ve told are not unusual. They 
happen every day and they hap­ 
pen to everyone working In 
places like the Sharpie Vision 
Center. 
The victims aren’t the poor 
(my ‘welfare patients get much 
better care than discount cus­ 
tomers). Nor are they partic­ 
ularly the adults. A grownup Is 
responsible for his own health. 
If he decides to see a Broadway 
show rather than spend the mon­ 
ey for a reputable optometrist, 
that’s his business. 
But children don’t make these 
decisions. And the substandard 
care they get from discount op­ 
tometrists affects their health 
and their schoolwork. It isn’t the 
child’s fault if his parents say, 
“ We’ll get you a new bike in­ 
stead of new glasses.” 
What can be tone to stop the 
spread of commercialism? For 
one thing, the state optometric 
societies can to more to aid the 
young men, who are often forced 
into the discount houses to pay 
the rent and to put bread on their 
tables. In each jurisdiction, a 
committee should stand ready to 
give young optometrists advice 
on where to locate their own in­ 
dependent practices, how to fi­ 
nance them, or where Jobs can 
be found with ethical practi­ 
tioners. 
The optometric societies must 
do much more to educate the 
public to what good eye care is. 
Individual optometrists can to 
more, too, in their talks before 
local business, civic groups, 
and school authorities. 
Ultimately, the problem must 
be attacked by the legislatures 
of each of the states, and it’s 
here 
that 
optometrists 
can 
strike the hardest blows in the 
war on commercialism. 
Yes, the Sharpie Vision Center 
is still hard at work at the same 
old stand, practicing in the same 
old way. But we’re cutting it 
town to size. 
A few years ago, I helped to 
organize a letter-writing cam­ 
paign to amend the state optom­ 
etry laws. We did succeed in 
making some changes, but we’ve 
still got a long way to go to lick 
places like Sharpie. 
These battles to raise the pro- 
lessional standards of optome­ 
try never really end, and we 
haven’t stopped fighting in my 
state. What’s new up at your 
State House?

Wreckage from the Convair 
turboprop plane piloted by Lake 
Central's senior pilot was scat­ 
tered over farm fields 
near 
M arseills, a town of 170 resi­ 
dents in northwest Ohio. 
About 150 law officers 
and 
volunteers joined In the search 
for bodies most of which were 
found in a bean field where the 
main part of the fuselage fell. 
The bodies were hauled 
in 
tractor • pulled farm wagons to 
a temporary morgue in an un­ 
used elementary school. 
Investigating teams from the 
airline headquarters 
in Indi­ 
anapolis and the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board moved in to probe 
for the cause of the first major 
domestic air tragedy since 
a 
crash 
near Portland, Ore., 
took 18 lives last October. 
A spokesman in the Cleve­ 
land FBI office said there was 
nothing to indicate at this time 
any explosive was aboard the 
plane. 
The plane's flight recorder 
was recovered intact. 
Some residents timed the first 
blast at 8:10 p.m., the exact 
time an air traffic control cen­ 
ter in Cleveland reported it lost 
radar contact with the place, 
Five minutes earlier the pilot, 
Capt. John Horn, had radioed he 
was climbing from 8,000 to 10,- 
000 feet, apparently to avoid 
storm s which swirled sleet and 
snow over this area. 
Horn, 45 and a Lake Central 
pilot since the line's first flight 
Nov. 12, 1949, gave no indica­ 
tion of trouble, but residents 
told of one or more explosions,

accident," said Irene Hecka- 
thosn. 
"There was no fire, no lights 
on the plane. I even heard the 
engines after the first explo­ 
sion.

security risk? He has access 
to the most sensitive secrets 
of the Defense Department and 
Central 
Intelligence Agency; 
yet, by any security 
standard, 
he 
can't 
be trusted 
with 
classified information. 
Rivers has also 
treated the 
Air Force as his private air­ 
line, commuting between 
his 
homes in Washington 
and 
Charleston and flying off 
on 
overseas junkets, often as the 
sole passenger in a huge 
air 
force jet. 
“ I can swear to having seen 
Rivers board an air 
force 
transport alone early on 
a 
Monday morning to be flown to 
Washington,” and Air Force 
officer formerly stationed in 
Charleston, S. C., told us. “ I 
personally saw him do this about 
six times only, but I am sure 
he has done it dozens of times 
from what was common gossip 
about the base.”

C hrysler dealer in C harles­ 
ton - Simmons 
Motor Co. 


Penrose Simmons, son of the 
owner, would acknowledge only 
that Rivers received a discount 
on his C hrysler. 
“Everybody gets cars on a cut- 
rate b asis,” 
said the 
bull­ 
necked Penrose. “ I'll sell you 
one 
for $100 above my cost, 
and you can drive back to Wash­ 
ington.” 
He didn’t offer to let us lease 
one, however, for $750 a y e a r- 
the extraordinary deal that Ri­ 
vers gets. 
Later Penrose introduced his 
father, white-haired 
Harold 
W. 
Simmons, 
who, 
without 
waiting for a question, simply 
blurted, “ You’re a G— D---- 
liar!” and walked off. 
We will be happy to

be­ 
hind closed doors, is some­ 
thing virtually 
unknown 
to 
the public « Hoffa's open • end 
grievance system . 
Here is how this became — 
and is -- one of the most power­ 
ful weapons in the history 
of 
modern Industrialism . 
F irst, it should be reported 
that Hoffa's key demand in the 
critical truckers -• team sters 
bargaining has been the elimina­ 
tion of all fixed binding arbitra­ 
tion of grievances. That's what 
is really stymying them In the 
negotiations 
so obscured by 
"Jim m y’s” journeys amongst 
the judiciary. 
To follow Jimmy Hoffa's tac­ 
tics, start with some team sters' 
grievances on a louding dock 
or term inal.

The flow of power is from

The 
food 
industry 
provides an excellent example. 
From the farm to the 
family 
dinner table, American

sumers enjoy the benefits of 
the most advanced food pro­ 
duction, processing and 
dis­ 
tribution system in the world. 
By and large, retailers, both 
chain and Independent are highly 
competitive and work on 
the 
merchandising philosophy of 
moving the greatest volume of 
goods 
at the lowest possible 
prices. 
This philosophy, de­ 
veloped by chain stores years 
ago, 
has 
been 
a 
logical 
outgrowth 
of the free market 
system. 
There is

Sukarno has 
passed from power, but not soon 
enough to suit the Indonesians 
and not soon enough to save In­ 
donesia 
from the 
economic 
chaos Into which the dictator 
plunged it. 
Palmed off on unsuspecting 
Indonesians by the USSR and 
the USA, through the manipu­ 
lations of Sen. Frank Graham, 
Sukarno left the third-ranking 
nation in the world in natural 
resources floundering in pov­ 
erty. 
This is the rule, rather 
than the exception, when free­ 
dom Is lost. 
Indonesia today is a nation 
without industry, modern de­

stores or modern 
housing, though rich in oil, rub­ 
ber, copper, tin and diamonds.

"I can swear to having seen 
Rivers board an air

trucker looked dolefully into his 
drink and murmured: 
"Plutarch's Lives didn't in­ 
clude James Riddle Hoffa, but 
the author must have 
known 
Jimmy. Otherwise 
how could 
he have said, *no beast is more 
savage than man when pos­ 
sessed with power answerable 
to his rage.' 
"That," said the trucker, a 
literate sportsman 
who op­ 
erates thousands of huge trans­ 
continental vans, "Is the cen­ 
tral point of the most 
un­ 
covered big story of the moment 
— the power over all transport 
for which Hoffa has been reach­ 
ing. 
"Everybody now is 
sorry 
over Jiminy and 
the prison 
thing, but dam', few have given 
much 
thought 
to the 
uolque 
mechanism of power he 
de­ 
vised and which he has 
been 
trying to perfect in a big rush 
these past fe* 
months. 
It 
would have given him control of 
the nation’s entire transporta­ 
tion system. 
"And with his temperament, 
who knows wiiat would have 
happened?" 
What was haunting this chap, 
one of the members of t h e 
Trucking 
Employers, 
Inc.’s 
bargaining team which hasbeen 
Jousting 
with "Jim iny" 
be­ 
hind closed doors, is some­ 
thing virtually 
unknown 
to 
the public — Hoffa’s open - end 
grievance system. 
Here is how this became — 
and is — one of Hie most power­ 
ful weapons in the history 
of 
modern in dust rial is i i i. 
First, it should be reported 
tliat Hoffa’s key demand in the 
critical truckers — teamsters 
bargaining has been the elimina­ 
tion of all fixed binding arbitra­ 
tion of grievances. That’s wliat 
is really stymying them in the 
negotiations 
so obscured by 
"Jimmy’s" journeys amongst 
the jud.clary. 
To follow Jiminy Huffa's tac­ 
tics, start with some team sters' 
grievances on a lauding dock 
or terminal. Management 
re­ 
jects their complaints. In some 
areas these now go to binding 
arbitration. 
The arbiter settles it. That's 
final. Hut Hoffa wants to dump 
tills system of closed - end 
gi levances. 
He wants to spread across 
the nation’s $50 billion vital 
trucking network the system he 
lias in his uwn Central States 
bailiwick. Under 
these rules 
the grievance, lf 
rejected by 
management, goes to a Joint 
State Committee (JSC). If there 
is a deadlock here, it goes to 
a JAG — Joint Area Committee. 
lf management still Insists 
it wa i right, the final referee 
then Is Buffa himself. Under 


this system, ii tk lrel ii I k 
deadlock, Hoffa can threaten 
to take economic action — call 
a strike to back up the men's 
grievances -- even lf 
these 
are over a broken window 
or 
being laid off for a day. 
And, under this strike sys­ 
tem, neither Hoffa nor 
che 
Teamsters can be sued 
for 
violating Section 
301 
of the 
Taft • Hartley Act. So despite 
an existing 
union contract, 
the Teamsters can strike 
in 
midstream - and rewrite the 
contract, though It 
still has 
years to go. Why? Because once 
he takes economic action, 
he 
can escalate the contract since 
he has actually reopened it. 
The flow of power Is from 
the complaints, even on minor 
issues, way down below 
at a 
loading dock, up, up to Hoffa. 
Thus he has a system oi perpe­ 
tual bargaining. 
Actually 
a 
contract 
then 
ceases to be a contract. And the 
truckers are helpless. 
When Hoffh 
first Installed 
this system of open -end griev­ 
ance machinery in a Western 
area, 
the employers defied 
him. He 
simply set a strike 
due — selective walkouts — at 
three big carriers. 
They 
capitulated. Why? be­ 
cause he could have hit Just one 
of their terminals or depots. 
Thus he would have paralyzed 
them right across the nation 
since trucking now Is so inter­ 
lined and integrated. 
This really has been the but­ 
tle front in this comparatively 
uncovered negotiation between 
two powerful forces. Actually,

CONFESSIONS OF A "QUICKIE”

By MARTIN DE LEON 
THE sign on the plate glass 
window tells the world that op­ 
tometry is being practices with­ 
in. 
It's a big window, with 
row upon row of spectacles in 
the showcase. 
Lots of seating 
space inside for lots of pa­ 
tients — well-dressed matrons 
in from the suburbs for the day, 
shabby slum dwellers, students 
with books, and elegant execu­ 
tive types. 
All sit on wooden 
benches awaiting their turn. 
In back is a long corridor of 
tiny “offices.” 
Each of these 
rooms has two people inside—a 
man in a white jacket and a pa­ 
tient. A third person enters one 
of the rooms and beckons the op­ 
tom etrist. 
“ Don’t take all day 
with 
that 
examination,” the 
newcomer 
hisses. 
“ We’re 
jammed out front. You’ve been 
at it almost ten minutes al­ 
ready. Get moving!” 
For seven years, I was the op­ 
tom etrist in that ludicrous pic­ 
ture. 
It was right after the Korean 
War, and I had to have some 
way to support my family until I 
could get a practice of my own 
started. So I took what appeared 
to be the easiest path—a job in a 
discount house. The name of the 
particular one I work for is un­ 
important. 
There 
are many 
throughout the country. One is 
pretty much like the other, and 
they all do a rushing business. 
They all give cheap, substand­ 
ard eye care to an unsuspecting 
public, 
too. 
These 
discount 
houses are flourishing and ex­ 
panding today. They’re trying to 
move into states where they’re 
not yet legal. Discount optome­ 
try represents a major threat 
not only to the profession but to 
the health of the public. 
Right now, ethical optometry 
has declared war on commer­ 
cial practice. But to fight som e­ 
thing, you have to hate-it-hard. 
Not enough optometrists have 
enlisted in the war against un­ 
ethical practice, because they 
don’t hate it enough. 
Sure, ethical men don’t like the 
unfair competition of the price 
houses. 
But they haven’t yet 
learned to hate the way com­ 
mercial practice turns self- 
respecting professional men in­ 
to robots, or how it preys on the 
ignorance of the very people we, 
as doctors, are sworn to serve. 
And that’s what this article is 
about-to enlist new recruits in 
the war on commercialism. 
I’m none too proud of the sev­ 
en years I worked in one of the 
nation’s largest, busiest, and 
most profitable discount hous­ 
es, and so I prefer to write this 
article under the pen name of 
Martin DeLeon. 
That and the 
name of the discount house - I’ll 
call it the Sharpie Vision Cen- 
ter-are the only bits of fic­ 
tion in this account, though some 
of what I have to say may be 
hard to believe. 
A casual viewer, one without 
optemetric background, might 
have been impressed by my “ of­ 
fice” at Sharpie. There were the 
standard 
eye 
charts on the 


walls, and a complicated, tech­ 
nical - looking 
piece of ma­ 
chinery in the corner. That 
was my keratometer. In many 
states it’s mandatory to use one 
at each refraction. But I nev­ 
er did, nor did anyone else I 
worked with at 
the 
Sharpie 
Vision Center. 
We weren’t 
allowed 
to. It 
was 
window 
dressing. 
What is a refraction like at the 
Sharpie Vision Center? 
F irst, you sit the patient down 
and take a vision sketch using 
the chart. Quick and subjective. 
Some of the men I worked with 
wrote down the results; other 
didn’t bother. Then a fast, ap­ 
proximate retinoscopy and you 
throw some lenses on the pa­ 
tient. 
Reading glasses? Sure, and all 
you have to know is the patient’s 
age. If he’s about 50 years old, 
give him a plus two. If he’s 40 
or 45, make it plus one or plus 
one and a quarter. Anything will 
do, just as long as it’s comfort­ 
able. 
No auxiliary tests — nothing 
else. I doubt if some of the op­ 
tom etrists 
at 
Sharpie could 
properly take visual fields. And 
let me repeat that this is not 
the exception. It’s the rule. 
We had a few fellows walking 
up and down the corridor to 
make sure all the optometrists 
followed that rule. You know the 
name for them in theArmy-KP 
pushers. 
We gave 
th same 
name to the supervisors at 
Sharpie, all of them laymen. 
They’d break into the refrac­ 
tion room whenever they want­ 
ed, and warn the optometrist 
that he was spending (i.e., wast­ 
ing) too much time on the pa­ 
tient. 
The optometrists there aver­ 
aged about 40 refractions in a 
working day. On busy days, the 
men were pushed up to as high 
as 60 to 70 refractions in a day. 
One man could hit 80-an aver­ 
age of one man every 6 min­ 
utes of the working day, assum­ 
ing he didn’t eat or wash his 
hands ail day long. 
An example of how he did it 
still sticks in my mind. A patient 
came to me at 5 one afternoon 
but I had to run for a dinner en­ 
gagement. I took the patient next 
door to “ Dr. Swift” for exami­ 
nation, and I returned to my of­ 
fice to gather my things. The 
doors 
remained 
open, and I 
heard the conversation while 1 
put on my coat. 
The exam lasted just three 
minutes, one of which was spent 
bawling the patient out for com­ 
ing in late. The patient and I 
left together. 
It’s easy to do fast work if you 
don’t do anything. That’s the 
philosophy of the discount peo­ 
ple. “ Don’t rock the boat. Make 
small changes,” they say. 
1 remember another patient 
who came in. Before I even be­ 
gan examining him, he said, 
“ Don’t bother with my righ‘ eye. 
I can’t see out of it anyway.” 
I asked him how long it had 
been that way, and he said five 
years. Just to make sure, I 


checked. 
Nothing 
organic 
seemed to be wrong with the eye. 
Then I decided to take a closer 
look at his record. I couldn’t be­ 
lieve MY eyes. Someone, along 
time ago, had given this man an 
examination and transposed the 
results wrongly, rotating 
the 
cylinder through 90 degrees. 
The man had been wearing the 
wrong 
prescription 
for five 
years in belief that he was blind 
in one eye. 
“ I’ll promise that you’ll be 
able to see with both eyes,” I 
told him, “ if you don’t mind 
walking around for a few weeks 
feeling as if you’re standing on 
your head.” 
He walked out wearing his 
new glasses, seeing with both 
eyes. 
Such erro rs are common-in 
fact, they’re inevitable-under 
the methods followed at places 
like Sharpie. The optometrist 
rarely sees the patient or the 
prescription once he signs the 
RX card and slips it into the 
mill. From then on, the patient 
is hustled through the sale of 
a frame. The job is rushed 
through the laboratory. After a 
hurried fitting, the patient is 
eased out the door to make room 
for another warm body. 
There’s almost no verification 
to make sure the prescription 
has been faithfully filled. The 
strain and pressure are tre ­ 
mendous. The patient is a num­ 
ber; not a human being with a 
vision problem. 
The enforced pace kept us 
from caring properly for people 
with serous but complicated 
eye problems. If the solution 
wasn’t immediately apparent, 
we had no time to examine and, 
of course, no instruments to do 
it with if we did have the time. 
“ Nothing wrong 
with 
your 
eyes. Better see your family 
doctor,” was the common ad­ 
vice. In cases where there ob­ 
viously WAS something wrong 
with the patient’s eyes but it 
was something unusual, he was 
told to “ see an eye specialist.” 
The rush and scurry some­ 
times caused foul-ups that even 
the patients could appreciate. 
One, I recall, concerned a Mr. 
Smythe, pronounced to rhyme 
with scythe. He came in, after 
his name had been called for a 
fitting. I put the glasses on and 
asked 
him how 
they 
felt. 
“ Fine,” he said, 
“ but don’t I 
get examined first?” 
The receptionist had called 
Mr. Smith. But Smythe, used to 
the 
mispronunciation 
of his 
name, had come in. If he hadn’t 
said something, he’d have gone’ 
away 
with someone 
else’s 
glasses. 
The bad optometry practiced 
in discount houses doesn’t stop 
at the refraction. It’s followed 
through in filling out the pre­ 
scriptions. 
One of the reasons discounters 
can charge less than reputable 
optom etrists is that they buy 
odd-size frames. For example, 
I’ve seen cases where the pre­ 
scription calls for 42-24 and the 
patient gets a 42-18. WTiy? The 


latter size happens to be in 
stock. 
Substituting improper frame 
sizes was bad enough, but a far 
more serious form of lay inter­ 
ference took place at the Shar­ 
pie Vision Center-altering the 
lens prescriptions. Mr. Shar­ 
pie, himself, explained the rea­ 
sons for that when he hired me. 
“ We can only stock so many 
lenses at one time, Martin,” he 
said. “ W hy go to the expense of 
sending a prescriptiong out to a 
lab, and make the patient go to 
the trouble of returning for his 
glasses. That’s not good busi­ 
ness. You can understand that!” 
Sure enough, a couple of weeks 
after I went to work for Sharpie 
I was asked to alter a prescrip­ 
tion so it could be filled from 
stock. I refused, “ If you want 
tochange the prescription,” 1 
told my supervisor, “ do it your­ 
self. Just be sure to take my 
name off.” 
But I and the oher men at 
Sharpie could never be certain 
what 
the 
patient finally re ­ 
ceived. 
W e never had any control over 
the dispensing department. Af­ 
ter the patient left the refract­ 
ing booth, I never saw him again 
-except once. It happened long 
after I left Sharpie, and was 
well established in my own 
private practice. 
A woman came to me, recom­ 
mended by a friend. I gave her 
a full examination and pre­ 
scribed a set of glass for her. 
But she told me she couldn’t find 
the frame she wanted in my 
stock. I suspected 
that 
she 
didn’t want to pay the price I 
have to charge. 
“ WTien I was shopping,” she 
said, confirming my suspicion, 
“ I saw a frame I liked for less 
than half your price.” 
I gave her the prescription and 
told her to go there. “ But,” I 
added, “ I want you to promise 
to return with the glasses so 1 
can check them out.” 
She did return. Even with my 
experience in the discount busi­ 
ness, 1 couldn’t believe what I 
saw. It appeared as if they had 
not even attempted to fill my 
prescription. The axis and cen­ 
ters were off, as well as the 
power and vertical prism. Once 
I demonstrated what the proper 
RX would feel like, she rushed 
to return the glasses to Shar­ 
pie. 
What kind of people work in 
discount houses? To understand 
the answer to this, you’ve got to 
know what kind of people go to 
them. 
They 
aren’t only the poor. 
Thy’re people of all classes. 
Many of the people I dealt with 
word 
hand - tailored clothes, 
drove fancy cars and ate in 
swank restaurants. They Just 
didn’t know what proper eye 
care meant. Or they felt they’d 
rather have a good steak dinner 
than good vision. 
The optometrists working in 
the discount places take their 
cue from the clientele. They’re 
cynical about having to practice 
their profession in such a slip- 
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shod manner. 
Most often they 
have no choice. 
They’re older men who failed 
in their own practices, men 
working part time, trying to 
buid a private practice of their 
own, or younger men Just out 
of school, as I was. 
For such youngsters, it’s a 
frustrating experience. They’re 
unable to practice anything they 
learned in the schools. Many of 
the older men, like my friend 
who did 80 refractions a day, 
are simply numb. Others can’t 
do any better; they’ve forgot­ 
ten how. 
My experience, let me empha­ 
size, is not unique. The stories 
I’ve told are not unusual. They 
happen every day and they hap­ 
pen to everyone working in 
places like the Sharpie Vision 
Center. 
The victim s aren’t the poor 
(my "welfare patients get much 
better care than discount cus­ 
tom ers). Nor are they partic­ 
ularly the adults. A grownup Is 
responsible for his own health. 
If he decides to see a Broadway 
show rather than spend the mon­ 
ey for a reputable optometrist, 
that’s his business. 
But children don’t mike these 
decisions. And the substandard 
care they get from discount op­ 
tom etrists affects their health 
and their schoolwork. It isn’t the 
child’s fault if his parents say, 
“ We’ll get you a new bike in­ 
stead of new gla sses.” 
W hut can be done to stop the 
spread of commercialism? For 
one thing, the state optometric 
societies can do more to aid the 
young men, who are often forced 
into the discount houses to pay 
the rent and to put bread on their 
tables. In each Jurisdiction, a 
committee should stand ready to 
give young optometrists advice 
on where to locate their own in­ 
dependent practices, how to fi­ 
nance them, or where Jobs can 
be found with ethical practi­ 
tioners. 
The optometric societies must 
do much more to educate the 
public to what good eye care is. 
Individual optometrists can do 
more, too, In their talks before 
local business, civic groups, 
and school authorities. 
Ultimately, the problem must 
be attacked by the legislatures 
of each of the states, and it’s 
here 
that 
optometrists 
can 
strike the hardest blows in the 
war on com mercialism . 
Yes, the Sharpie Vision Center 
is still hard at work at the same 
old stand, practicing in the same 
old way. But we’re cutting it 
down to size. 
A few years ago, I helped to 
organize a letter-writing cam­ 
paign to amend the state optom­ 
etry laws. We did succeed In 
making some changes, but we’ve 
still got a long way to go to lick 
places like Sharpie. 
These battles to raise the pro- 
lessional standards of optome­ 
try never really end, and we 
haven’t stopped fighting in my 
state. What’s new up at your 
State House?

THE sign on the plate glass 
window tells the world that op­ 
tom etry is being practices with­ 
in. 
It’s a big window, with 
row upon row of spectacles in 
the show case. 
Lots of seating 
space inside for lots of pa­ 
tients — w ell-dressed m atrons 
in from the suburbs for the day, 
shabby slum dwellers, students 
with books, and elegant execu­ 
tive types. 
All sit on wooden 
benches awaiting their turn. 
In back is a long corridor of 
tiny "o ffices.” 
Each of these 
room s has two people inside—a 
man in a white jacket and a pa­ 
tient. A third person enters one 
of the room s and beckons the op­ 
to m etrist. 
"D on't take all day 
with 
that 
examination,” the 
newcom er 
hisses. 
"W e’re 
jam m ed out front. You've been 
at it alm ost ten minutes a l­ 
ready. Get moving!” 
F or seven years, I was the op­ 
to m e trist in that ludicrous pic­ 
tu re. 
It was right after the Korean 
W ar, and I had to have som e 
way to support my family until I 
could get a practice of my own 
sta rte d . So I took what appeared 
to be the easiest path—a job in a 
discount house. The name of the 
p articu la r one I work for Is un­ 
im portant. 
There 
are many 
throughout the country. One is 
pretty much like the other, and 
they all do a rushing business. 
They all give cheap, substand­ 
ard eye care to an unsuspecting 
public, 
too. 
These 
discount 
houses a re flourishing and ex­ 
panding today. They're trying to 
move into states where th ey 're 
not yet legal. Discount optom e­ 
try represents a m ajor th reat 
not oniy to the profesaion but to 
the health of the public. 
Right now, ethical optom etry 
has declared war on com m er­ 
cial practice. But to fight som e­ 
thing, you have to hate-it-h ard . 
Not enough optom etrists have 
enlisted in the war against un­ 
ethical practice, because they 
don't hate it enough. 
Sure, ethical men don't Uke the 
unfair competition of the p rice 
houses. 
But they haven't yet 
learned to hate the way com ­ 
m ercial practice turns self­ 
respecting professional men in­ 
to robots, or how it preys on the 
ignorance of the very people we, 
as doctors, are sworn to se rv e. 
And that’s what this a rtic le is 
about-to enlist new re c ru its in 
the war on com m ercialism . 
I'm none too proud of the sev­ 
en y ears I worked in one of the 
n ation's largest, busiest, sad 
m ost profitable discount hous­ 
e s , and so I prefer to w rite this 
a rtic le under the pen name of 
M artin DeLeon. 
That and the 
nam e of the discount house - I'll 
cell it the Sharpie Vision Cen- 
te r-a re the only bits of fic­ 
tion in this account, though som e 
of what I have to say may be 
hard to believe. 
A casual viewer, one without 
optom etric background, might 
have been im pressed by my "o f­ 
fice” at Sharpie. There were the 
standard 
eye 
charts on the 


w alls, and a com plicated, tech­ 
nical - looking 
piece of m a­ 
chinery in the corner. That 
was my keratom eter. In many 
states i f s mandatory to use one 
at each refraction. But I nev­ 
e r did, nor did anyone else I 
worked with at 
the 
Sharpie 
Vision C enter. 
We w eren't 
allowed 
to. It 
was 
window 
dressing. 
What is a refraction like at the 
Sharpie Vision C enter? 
F irst, you sit the patient down 
and take a vision sketch using 
the chart. Quick and subjective. 
Some of the men I worked with 
wrote down the re su lts; other 
didn't bother. Then a fast, ap­ 
proxim ate retinoscopy and you 
throw some lenses on the pa­ 
tient. 
Reading g lasses? Sure, and all 
' you have to know Is the patient’s 
age. If h e's about SO y ears old, 
give him a plus two. lf h e 's 40 
o r 45, make it plus one o r plus 
one and a q uarter. Anything will 
do, just as long as it's com fort­ 
able. 
No auxiliary te sts — nothing 
else. I doubt if som e of the op­ 
tom etrists 
at 
Sharpie could 
properly take vieual fields. And 
let me repeat that this is not 
the exception. It's the rule. 
We had a few fellows walking 
up and down the co rrid o r to 
make sure all the optom etrists 
followed that ru le. You know the 
name for them in theA rm y-K P 
pushers. 
We gave 
th sam e 
name to the supervisors at 
Sharpie, all of them laymen. 
They’d break into the re fra c ­ 
tion room whenever they want­ 
ed, and warn the optom etrist 
that he was spending (i.e., w ast­ 
ing) too much tim e on the pa­ 
tient. 
The optom etrists there av er­ 
aged about 40 refractions in a 
working day. On busy days, the 
men were pushed up to as high 
as 60 to 70 refractions in a day. 
One man could hit 80-an av er­ 
age of one man every 6 min­ 
utes of the working day, assum ­ 
ing he didn’t eat o r wash his 
hands all day long. 
An example of how he did it 
still sticks in my mind. A patient 
cam e to me at 6 one afternoon 
but I had to run for a dinner en­ 
gagement. I took the patient next 
door to "D r. Swift” for exam i­ 
nation, and I returned to my of­ 
fice to gather my things. The 
doors 
rem ained 
open, and I 
heard the conversation while I 
put on my coat. 
The exam lasted just three 
minutes, one of which was spent 
bawling the patient out for com­ 
ing in late. The patient and I 
left together. 
It's easy to do fast work lf you 
don't do anything. T hat's the 
philosophy of the discount peo­ 
ple. "D on't rock the boat. Make 
sm all changes,” they say, 
I rem em ber another patient 
who cam e in. Before I even be­ 
gan examining him, he said, 
"D on't bother with my right * vt. 
I can't see out of it anyway,” 
I aahed him how long it had 
been that way, and he said five 
years. Just to make sure, I 


checked. 
Nothing 
organic 
seem ed to be wrong with the eye. 
Then I decided to take a closer 
look at his record. I couldn’t be­ 
lieve MY eyes. Someone, a long 
tim e ago, had given this man an 
exam ination and transposed the 
resu lts wrongly, rotating 
the 
cylinder through 90 degrees. 
The man had been wearing the 
wrong 
prescription 
for five 
y ears in belief that he was blind 
in one eye. 
" I'll prom ise that you’ll be 
able to see with both eyes,” I 
told him, " if you don’t mind 
walking around for a few weeks 
feeling as if you’re standing on 
your head.” 
He walked out wearing his 
new g lasses, seeing with both 
eyes. 
Such e rro rs are com m on-in 
fact, they’re inevitable-under 
the methods followed at places 
like Sharpie. The optom etrist 
rarely sees the patient o r the 
prescription once he signs the 
RX card and slips it into the 
m ill. From then on, the patient 
is hustled through the sale of 
a fram e. The job is rushed 
through the laboratory. After a 
hurried fitting, the patient is 
eased out the door to make room 
for another warm body. 
T here’s alm ost no verification 
to make sure the prescription 
has been faithfully filled. The 
■train and pressu re are tr e ­ 
mendous. The patient is a num­ 
ber; not a human being with a 
vision problem . 
The enforced pace kept us 
from caring properly for people 
with serous but complicated 
eye problem s. If the solution 
w asn't imm ediately apparent, 
we had no tim e to examine and, 
of course, no instrum ents to do 
it with if we did have the tim e. 
"Nothing 
wrong 
with 
your 
eyes. B etter see your family 
doctor,” was the common ad­ 
vice, In cases where there ob­ 
viously WAS something wrong 
with the patient's eyes but it 
was something unusual, he wa* 
told to " se e an eye specialist.” 
The rush and scurry som e­ 
tim es caused foul-ups that even 
the patients could appreciate. 
One, I recall, concerned a Mr, 
Smythe, pronounced to rhyme 
with scythe. He cam e In, after 
his name had been called for a 
fitting. I put the glasses on and 
asked 
him 
how 
they 
felt. 
"F in e ,” he said, 
"but don’t I 
get exam ined first? ” 
The receptionist had called 
Mr. Smith. But Smythe, used to 
the 
m ispronunciation 
of his 
name, had come in. lf he hadn't 
■aid som ething, he'd have gone - 
away 
with 
someone 
elae'a 
g lasses. 
The bad optometry practiced 
in discount houses doesn't stop 
at the refraction. I f s followed 
through in filling out the p re­ 
script Iona. 
One of the reasons discounters 
can charge less than reputable 
optom etrists la that they buy 
odd-sine fram es. For example, 
I've seen cases where the p re­ 
scription calla for 42-24 and the 
patient gets a 42-18. Why? The 


latter sire happens to be in 
stock. 
Substituting im proper fram e 
sizes was bad enough, but a far 
m ore serious form of lay inter­ 
ference took place at the Shar­ 
pie Vision C enter-altering the 
lens prescriptions. Mr. Shar­ 
pie, him self, explained the re a ­ 
sons for that when he hired me. 
"W e can only stock so many 
lenses at one tim e, M artin,” he 
said. "Why go to the expense of 
sending a prescriptiong out to a 
lab, and make the patient go to 
the trouble of returning for his 
glasses. T hat’s not good busi­ 
ness . You can understand that! ” 
Sure enough, a couple of weeks 
after I went to work for Sharpie 
I was asked to alter a p rescrip ­ 
tion so it could be filled from 
stock. I refused, " lf you want 
tochange the prescription,” I 
told my supervisor, "d o ity o u r­ 
self. Just be sure to take my 
nam e off.” 
But I and the oher men at 
Sharpie could never be certain 
what 
the 
patient finally re ­ 
ceived. 
We never had any control over 
the dispensing departm ent. Af­ 
te r the patient left the refrac t­ 
ing booth, I never saw him again 
-except once. It happened long 
after I left Sharpie, and was 
well established in my own 
private practice. 
A woman cam e to me. recom ­ 
mended by a friend. I gave her 
a full exam ination and p re ­ 
scribed a set of glass for her. 
But she told me she couldn't find 
the fram e she wanted in my 
stock. I suspected 
that 
she 
didn't want to pay the price I 
have to charge. 
"W hen I was shopping,” she 
said, confirm ing my suspicion, 
” 1 saw a fram e I liked for leas 
than half your p rice .” 
I gave her the prescription and 
told her to go there. "B ut,” I 
added, " I want you to prom ise 
to retu rn with the glasses so I 
can check them out.” 
She did return. Even with my 
experience in the discount busi­ 
n ess, I couldn't believe what I 
saw . It appeared aa if they had 
not even attem pted to fill my 
prescription. The axis and cen­ 
te rs w ere oft, ss well ss the 
power and vertical prism . Once 
I dem onstrated what the proper 
RX would feel Uke, she rushed 
to return the glasses to Shar­ 
pie. 
What kind of people work in 
discount houses? To understand 
the answ er to this, you've got to 
know what kind of people go to 
them . 
They 
aren 't only the poor, 
T hy're people of all classes. 
Many of the people I dealt with 
word 
hand - tailored clothes, 
drove fancy c a rs and ate in 
swank restaurants. They just 
didn't know what proper eye 
care meant. Or they felt they'd 
rather have a good steak dinner 
than good vision. 
The optom etrists working in 
the discount places take their 
cue from the clientele. They're 
cynical about having to practice 
their profesaion in such a slip- 
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shod m anner. 
Most often they 
have no choice. 
They’re older men who failed 
in their own practices, men 
working part tim e, trying to 
buid a private practice of their 
own, o r younger men just out 
of school, as I was. 
For such youngsters, it’s a 
frustrating experience. They’re 
unable to practice anything they 
learned in the schools. Many of 
the older men, like my friend 
who did 80 refractions a day, 
are sim ply numb. O thers can't 
do any better; they’ve forgot­ 
ten how. 
My experience, let me empha­ 
size, is not unique. The stories 
I've told are not unusual. They 
happen every day and they hap­ 
pen to everyone working in 
places like the Sharpie Vision 
C enter. 
The victim s aren 't the poor 
(my -welfare patients get much 
better care than discount cus­ 
tom ers). Nor are they p artic­ 
ularly the adults. A grownup is 
responsible for his own health. 
lf he decides to see a Broadway 
show rath er than spend the mon­ 
ey for a reputable optom etrist, 
th at's his business. 
But children don’t make these 
decisions. And the substandard 
c are they get from discount op­ 
to m etrists affects their health 
and their schoolwork. It isn't the 
child's fault if his parents say, 
"W e'll get you a new bike in­ 
stead of new g lasses.” 
Vt hat can be done to stop the 
spread of com m ercialism ? For 
one thing, the state optom etric 
societies can do m ore to aid the 
young men, who are often forced 
into the discount houses to pay 
the rent and to put bread on the lr 
tables. In each jurisdiction, a 
com m ittee should stand ready to 
give young optom etrists advice 
on where to locate their own in­ 
dependent practices, how to fi­ 
nance them , or where jobs can 
be found with ethical p racti­ 
tioners. 
The optom etric societies must 
do much m ore to educate the 
public to what good eye care Ie. 
Individual optom etrists can do 
m ore, too, in their talks before 
foes! business, civic groups, 
and school authorities. 
Ultim ately, the problem must 
be attacked by the legislatures 
of each of the states, and it's 
here 
that 
optom etrists 
can 
strike the hardest blows in the 
war on com m ercialism . 
Yes, the Sharpie Vision Center 
is still hard at work at the sam e 
old stand, practicing in the sam e 
old way. But w e're cutting it 
down to size. 
A few y ears ago, I helped to 
organize a letter-w riting cam ­ 
paign to amend the state optom­ 
etry law s, We did succeed In 
making som e changes, but we’ve 
still got s long way to go to lick 
places Uke Sharpie. 
These betties to raise the pro- 
iessional standards of optome­ 
try never really end, and we 
haven't stopped fighting in my 
state. W hat's new up at your 
State House?
